Seme time ago your erater had the 
estate of the 32nd Silas Green cermitted te P. M. Ball, sheriff of 
Lee Coumty as administrater thereef , but your alleges that said 
P. Me. Ball administrater was unable te find any personal estate 
in fact there was no persenal estate of said Silas Green . Your 
eraters however, alleges that the said Silas Green Was the ewner at 
the time of his death of a small tract ef land gituatei in Lee Ceunty 
Virginia on Wallens Ridge a few miles seutheast ef the tewn eit Jjones— 
ville and which is more fully described in a copy ef a deel herewith 
filed as exhibit " B".
